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COFFEE COUNTY'S 
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Nets Banking Bill Makes

“Sweeping Changes In The 


Federal Rese rve Systems 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5. Pro- 
posing sweeping changes in the 
Federal Reserve act, the Admin- 
istration yesierday sent its bank- 
ing program to Chairman Henry 
13, Steagall, of the House Banking 
mid Currency Committee, for in- 
troduction us an omnibus bill 
today. 

Under the proposed legislation 
the Federal Reserve Board and the 
Administration would acquire a 
much more centralized authority 
over the banking structure of the 
Nation than it now possesses, Sev- 
eral of the proposed changes in the 
acl would make the Reserve Sys- 
tem a centralized one in everything 
but name. 

The bill will provide for the mer- 
ger of the offices of chairman of 
the board of directors and gover- 
nor of each of the 12 Reserve 
banks, with appointments to be 
made by the directors of each 
bank, as at present, but subject to 
the approval of the Reserve Board. 


Open market operations of the 
system (purchase and sale of Gov- 
ernment obligations) would be ex- 
panded and placed under the domi- 
nation of the Reserve Board, whose 
welion would be binding on all 
banks. In additon the board would 
become the controlling factor in 
recommending the discourit rate 
policies of the system, 

The proposed legislation would 
give the Reserve Board full au- 
thority to determine the eligibility 
of paper for discount, both as to 
its nature and the limit of maturi- 
ty. National banks would be per- 
mitted to make louns on real es- 
tate on un amortization basis for 
periods up to 20 years (the limit 
is now 5 years) and up to 75 per 
cent of the value of the property 
(the limit is now 50 per cent). 

Perhaps more far-reaching than 
any of these proposals, however, 
was one described in a brief resu- 
me of the bill given out by Repre- 
sentative Steagall, as follows: 

“Collateral requirements for 
Federal Reserve notes shall be re- 
pealed, and the office of Federal 
Reserve Agent shall be abolished.” 

There was no further explana- 
tion of this provision, but outright 
repeal of that section of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act prescribing col- 
jateral requirements for the issu- 
ance of Federal Reserve notes 
without establishing some substi- 
tute would leave the Reserve 
banks free to issue paper currency 
without any check—virtually a 
printing press power under the 
control of the Federal Government. 

This proposal, along with some 
of the others, went far beyond 
what had generally been expected, 
even by those who understood that 
the Administration’s program 
would be a long step away from 
a regional and toward a central- 
ized system. 

There appears no doubt that this 
bill will become one of the most 
controversial in this session of 
Congress, with the orthodox bank- 
ing and monetary school, led by 
Senator Carter Glass (D), of Vir- 
ginia, fighting it every step of its 
way. Senator Glass, incidentally, 
is chairman of a sub-committee 
that must pass on such legislation. 

The Virginian last night declined 
to discuss the measure beyond as- 
serting he had not seen it. He said 
that Governor Marriner S. Eccles, 
of the Reserve Board, had volun- 
tarily promised to show him the 
Administration’s bill before it was 
sent to Capitol Hill, but that Gov- 
ernor Eccles has not kept his word. 

Senator Glass, father of the Fed- 
eral Reserve act and a former 
Secretary of the Treasury, was 
said by friends to be infuriated 
by the proposals offered in this 
program, because many of them 
represent the antithesis of what 
he has been fighting for in the way 
of banking legislation for more 
than 20 years. 

Submission of the Administra- 
tion’s banking program to Capitol 
Hill was done quietly, almost se- 
cretively. There was no announce- 
ment until late in the day, when 
Mr. Steagall handed to a few 
newspapermen mimeographed cop- 
ies of a summary of the proposed 
legislation. 

The summary described the om- 


nibus banking bill as divided into 
three parts, one making changes 
in the Federal deposit: insuranc: 
law, another containing amend- 
ments to the reserve act, and the 
third section proposing a long list 
of technical changes in existing 
banking law, many of which were 
in the Bulkley banking bill, which 
last June failed of enactment. 

Under the Federal Reserve act 
amendments, the first described 
provided for combination of the of- 
fices of chairman of board of di- 
rectors and governor at each Re- 
serve Bank, “appointments to be 
made annually by the directors of 
the bank, after approval by the 
Federal Reserve Board,” and with 
the further provision that vice- 
governors are to be selected in 
the same manner. 

Another proposal provides that 
directors of all classes of a Re- 
serve Bank shall not hold office 
for more than six consecutive 
years, except in the case of gover- 
nor and vice-governor, 

New qualifications for members 
of the Reserve Board are set up, 
providing that future appointees 
shall be “persons well qualified by 
education or experience or botii 
to participate in the formulation 
of national economic and montie- 
tary policies.” 

The governor of the board would 
be selected from the Nation at 
large. At present no two mem- 
bers of the board may be appoint- 
ed from the same Reserve district. 
Another provision would end the 
governor's membership on the 
board when he is no longer desig- 
nated as governor by the Presi- 
dent. 

Salaries of Reserve Board mem- 
bers appointed in the future would 
be increased from $12,000 to $15,- 
000, ‘with compulsory retirement 
at 70 on $12,000 pension.” Present 
members would be eligible for re- 
tirement at 70, with proportionate 
pensions allowed for service of 
less than 12 years. 

Of the present board members, 
Charles S. Hamlin is 73 years old; 
Adolph C. Miller, past 69 years 
old; George R. James, past 68 
years old, and J. J. Thomas, 66 
years old. Although the retire- 
ment provision would not be man- 
datory on them, it is an invitation 
to members to retire when they 
reach 70 years. 

The open-market provision of the 
reserve act—now placing that 
function in a committee of 12 
each bank selecting one—would be 
amended to provide for a commit- 
tee consisting of the governor and 
two members of the board, elect- 
ed annually by the board, and two 
governors of the Reserve banks, 
elected annually by the governors 
of all the Reserve banks. 

“This committee shall make rec- 
ommendations about discount rate 
policies and shall formulate the 
system's open-market policies, 
which shall be binding on the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks.” 

Thus a committee controlled by 
the board would have the authori- 


sell any amount of Government se- 
curities at any time—a power of 
great value to the Administration, 
should the success of any Treasury 
bond offering be threatened. In 
addition the new bill would make 
any obligation the principal and 
interest of which are guaranteed 
by the United States eligible for 
purchase by Federal Reserve banks 
without regard to maturity. This 
would bring HOLC and FCA bonds 
into the open-market operations of 
the banks. 

The provision regarding paper 
eligible for discount is described 
in the summary as follows: 

“Any sound asset of a member 
bank shall be eligible for discount 
at a Reserve bank, subject to reg- 
ulations of the Federal Reserve 
Board, and the board shall also 
have authority to prescribe limita- 
tions on maturity of advances to 
member banks.” 

The board also would be given 
authority to change reserve re- 
quirements as to any or all reserve 
districts and as to time or demand 
deposits. 

In an apparent effort to attract 
new members into the system, it is

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BANKHEAD TENANT FARM 
BILL GROWING IN FAVOR 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 10.—Offi- 
cials suid today there was growing 
support within the administration 
for &@ measure drawn by Senator 
Bankhead (D), Alabama, which 
proposes Federal loans to help end 
the tenant system of farming, 

Zankhead, author of the com- 
pulsory cotton control act, drafted 
his bill while agricultural adjust- 
ment officials were concerned with 
reports — of rising resentment 
against the AAA and landlords 
among Southern sharecroppers and 
renters. 

The Alabama Senator's propos- 
al would establish an ageney simi- 
lav to the Home Owners Loan Cor- 
poration. Only tenants would be 
eligible for the loan to purchase 
lands already in cultivation, The 
loans would bear a low rate of in- 
terest and would be amortized over 
a period of 30 yeurs, 

“T want the rentals now being 
paid to finanee. ultimately, the 
farm purchased by each tenant,” 
3unkhead said, 

Seerctary Wallace and the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion have said nothing publicly 
about the latest Bankhead bill but 
some officials who have studied the 
problem feel it is the most logical 
approach toward the elimination 
of a system admittedly bad, 

The national resources board in 
its report assailed the Southern 
tenant system but concrete pro- 
posals to get rid of it were lacking. 

Some supporters of the Bank- 
head measure would not be sur- 
prised if President Roosevelt ap- 
proved his proposal or similar leg- 
islation. Senator Russell (D), 
Georgia, also has put forward a 
measure with ideas similar to 
those in the Bankhead bill. 

Although the AAA had an in- 
vestigator, Mrs. Mary C. Myers, 
in eastern Arkansas during recent 
trouble there between spokesmen 
for tenants and authorities, there 
was little indication today that any 
drastic change would result from 
her report. 

An attempt was made to inter- 
pret the voluntary cotton contract 
as stipulating that landlords must 
retain the tenants on their places 
who were there when the owners 
joined the control plan, 

AAA officials said today land- 
lords were not required to keep 
the same tenants and that the con- 
tract meant landowners weve not 
to displace tenants without ob- 
taining others to take their places. 
Even this requirement is elastic. 
Mrs. Myers' report is in the hands 
of AAA officials but it has not 
been made public. 

AAA officials said that reverses 
in recent years had deprived many 
former landowners of their farms 
and that there had been a surpris- 
ing growth of tenant conditions in 
areas outside the South.

Arrangements are now being 
completed for the purchase of the 
stock, feed, seed, fertilizer and 
hardware which these 300 farmers 
will need in order to get started. 
It is the desire and tntention of 
the local division of the Rural Re-; 
habilitation Corporation to buy lo- 
cally as far as possible. All buy- 
ing will be done on invitations to 
bid. Those interested in selling to 
the Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tion in Coffee County are request- 
ed to call at the office, second floor 


of the First National Bank Build- 
ing in Elba, and secure specifica- 
tions and invitations to bid 

The local division of the Corpo- 
ration will need approximately 200 
steers. The Alabama Rural Reha 
bilitation has steers available in 
Montgomery, As has ulready been 
stated, however, buying in Coffee 
County will be done locally if con- 
ditions permit. Furthermore, it is 
felt that local acclimated steers 
will probably prove more satisfac- 
tory than the Western stock avail- 
able through the State office of the 
Corporation, ‘Two hundred sets of 
harness and farm tools will be 
needed, The local office of the 
Corporation is now receiving bids 
for requirements for February: 80 
tons of feed will be bought. Bid- 
ders will have the privilege of ex- 
tending bids throughout the year 
Approximately 300 tons of feed 
will be needed for the coming 
season, 

On February 26 at 10 A. M,, in 
the office at Elba, bids will be re- 
ceived for approximately 400 tons 
of fertilizer. These bids will be 
publicly opened at the time and 
place above stated, but bids may 
be made at any time up to that 
date, It is not necessary that bids 
be made on all items. Bids are 
invited from all local people who 
are interested.

Our garden has been planted and 
we are now ready to get with our 
early corn planting. We plant our 
first corn between the first of 
March and the 10th of March. At 
this time we plant our dent and 
field corn, Of course, we always 
plant some dent the 14th of Feb- 
ruary for table use, and that has 
been planted, but we plant a dent 
patch the first of March for feed 
purposes. I suggest that you use 
horse lot fertilizer for your early 
dent patch. About one acre is 
what we are planting on our one- 
horse farm, We are preparing our 
soil as we do for other corn and 
our rows are about four feet apart. 
We always plant early corn on a 
list. We make the list, open it 
with a shovel and put down the 
horse lot fertilizer in high round 
piles. We drop the corn by the 
side of the fertilizer and we put a 
grain of seed on each ‘side of the 
pile of fertilizer. The fertilizer is 
placed about three feet apart in 
the drill. After the corn comes 
up we thin it to one stalk to the 
hill. The fertilizer will go through 
a heat and this heat will warm 
the ground so your corn will sprout 
and grow rapidly. Put the grain 
of corn just as close to the fer- 
tilizer as you can without getting 
it on the fertilizer. When you 
cover the corn you should take 
pains not to tear down the piles 
of fertilizer. Dent corn planted 
the first of March and in this way 
will give you fresh corn for table 
use by the second week in June. 
Strawberry corn will make about 
two weeks earlier but I do not 
like strawberry corn for table use, 

I failed to tell you how we pre- 
pared our soil for planting. We 
bed the rows out, leaving a balk; 
about four inches wide. We then 
use a five-inch shovel and a twelve- 
inch scrape to tear out that balk. 
By running the shovel on each side 
the balk and very close to it the 
scrape will pulverize the balk com- 
pletely, The shovel should be run; 
as deep as your animal can pull. 
30 right on down into the sub-soil | 
as this will make a moisture bed 


for your corn to draw oi: during 
dry weather. This plan prevents 
the sub-soil from being thrown out 
on top and at the same time heips 
to give you a wonderful place to 
make your planting list. If you 
have not tried this plan I would 
suggest that you try it this year. 
It will surprise you how well it 
works. This plan is best to use if 
you want early corn in large quan- 
tities. One acre of dent the first 
week in March, the same amount 
the first week in April and the 
Same again the first week in May 
is to be my dent crop on my one- 
horse farm, Peas will he planted 
in the middles but this will not be 
done until the corn is knee high 
or more, Peas will sap your corn, 
but they do not sap mine.

This declaration was made by 
Dr. Charles H. Herty, celebrated 
research chemist, who added that 
just as burning of forests causes 
untold loss, their preservation at 
this particular time would mean 
tremendous profit and benefit to 
humanity the world over.

SCREW WORMS MAKE 
EARLY APPEARANCE 


AUBURN, Ala.— Screw worms 
have already appeared in Florida 
this year, according to reports 
reaching Dr. R. S. Sugg, extension 
livestock specialist, who warns 
Alabama farmers to be on the 
look-out for the pest. 

“No one knows how serious the 
screw worm infestation will be this 
spring and summer but it is prob- 
able we will have some trouble 
with them,” Sugg declares. ‘It 
would be advisable to keep the 
cows, just before and during calv- 
ing season, in small pastures where 
they can be given daily attention. 
As the calves come treat the navel 
with some fly repellant, such as 
pine tar oil, and castrate when 
two or three days old. Put pine

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FAMOUS FLAG 


One of the South's most famous 
battle flags is now in the Confed- 
erate museum in Richmond, to 
which it was presented by the 
family of the late Colonel Charles 
T. Loehr, historian of the First 
Virginia regiment, to which the 
flag belonged. 

,The women of Richmond made 
the flag out of strips of silk cut 
from their dresses, and it had its 
baptism of fire at Bull Run, It led 
the First Virginia in many battles, 
and saw its last service on the 
field at Gettysburg, where the regi- 
ment formed a part of Pickett’s 
division in its ill-fated charge, one 
of the most desperate in military 
history, whose failure lost the bat- 
tle and perhaps the war. 

Of the regiment's plight at the 
close of the battle Colonel Loehr 
wrote: ‘The color guard is dead 
and the color sergeant has lost his 
arm; our colonel lies dying on the 
field, and about 160 who went into 
the charge.” 

It is fitting that the famous flag 
should be added to other priceless 
relics in the Confederate museum, 
which are viewed with reverence 
by many thousands of visitors 
from North and South alike. 


‘RELIC OF LINCOLN 
When President Abraham Lin- 
coln, mortally wounded, was car- 
ried from Ford's theatre to the 
home of William Peterson, a tail- 
or living across the street, he was 
placed in the room of 13-year-old 
Pauline Peterson, where he breath- 
ed his last early the following 
morning. 

During the night the blood-stain- 
ed head of the martyred President 
had rested on the child's square 
feather pillow. The pillow was 
reverently preserved by the tail- 
or’s daughter, who afterwards be- 
came Mrs. Wenzing, and upon her 
death she willed the prized relic 
to Mrs. Jessie F. Webster, a school 
teacher. With it went an affidavit 
prepared by Mrs. Wenzing before 
her death, as follows: 

“This is to certify that the pil- 
low now in possession of Jessie F. 
Webster of the City of Washing- 
ton, D. C., is the same pillow on 
which President Lincoln died, 
April 15, 1865. His death oc- 
curred in my room in my old home, 
No, 516 Tenth street, Washington, 
D Cw 

The pillow, now yellow with age, 
still bears its crimson stains and 
is perhaps the most intimate me- 
mento of a national tragedy now 
in existence.

MLISMINGTON, N, J,, eb. 14 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann —sen- 
tenced to die in the eleetrie ehak 
the week of Mareh 18 next—was 
distraught state in his cell 
here today His “iron nerves 
finally gave way and he wept, 

The jury came to a decision in 
eleven hours and thirteen minutes, 

Hours after a jury of eight men 
and four women found him gullty 
of the murder of the Lindbergh 
baby, he lay face down on his cot, 
sobbing and muttering phrases in 
German, 

Me did not quake during those 
tense and dramatic moments when 
the jury said “guilty.” Nor when 


the judge pronounced the death 
sentence Then, with the world 
spotlight upon him, he “took it” 


like the soldier he onee was, 

But, alone in his eet, wit: th: 
vision of the electric efau naunt- 
ing him, he broke down, 

Hauptmiann's counsel said they 
would appeal the verdict and sen- 
tence to the highest court in the 
land, if necessary, But for Haupt- 
mann this is small solace. He has 
lost confidence, He plainly sees 
the handwriting on the wall, and 
it spells “death,” 

A strange figure, this man 
Hauptmann was, as he stood pale- 
faced and ereet in the courtroom 
at 10:45 o'clock Jast night and 
heard himself sentenced to die a 
little over a month from now. That 
was “New Jersey justice’ operat- 
ing full speed. 

That seene in the courtroom 
when Hauptmann’s doom was 
sealed will never be forgotten by 
eyewitnesses. It was packed with 
drama, It shook the nerves of all 
who saw it. 

Hauptmann took one look, It 
seemed to be enough for him, too. 
For a fraction of a second an ex- 
pression of fear swept his face. 
Then he stared straight ahead 
and waited,

a wait it was. The 
by. The jury was 
in the box. The state police, in 
their bright uniforms, were sta- 
tioned in strategic spots all over 
the courtroom, The reporters were 


ready to “flash” the verdict. The 
seconds seemed minutes. A dra- 
matic hush pervaded the tiny 
courtroom. 


Finally, the kindly-face, distin- 
fuished-looking Justice Thomas 
W. Trenchard, in his flowing’ black 
robes, ascended the bench. 

You could almost hear the tick- 
ing of the courthouse clock. De- 
fense Attorney Lloyd Wisher gent- 
ly placed a reassuring hand on 
Hauptminn's shoulder and whis- 
pered something in his ear, Haupt- 
mann didn't budge. Nor did he 
answer Fisher, 

Outside, the motion picture

Hall of Records to the right of the 
courtroom. Troopers pulled down 
the shades. The hubbub of the 
erowd in the streets accentuated 
the wierdness of it all.

The 
voices of the men jurors were 
firm—unnaturally so, it seemed— 
and the voices of the women were 
low and trembling. 

The last name called, the jurors 
rose in the box. The most dra- 
matic moment of the long trial 
was at hand. 

Had they reached a verdict? The 
clerk was asking this.

The 
foreman—Charles Walton, Sr., a 
machinist. 

Fell turned to Walton and ask- 
ed; “Mr, Foreman, what say you?” 

“Guilty of murder in the first 
degree,” said Foreman Walton.
